A Record Turnout 


Leaves After 


The largest turnout in recent 
years for an annual town meeting 
session, with the exception of the 
Raytheon meeting four years 
ago, carved out a $23 million plus 
municipal budget at the second 
session of town meeting Monday 
night, in addition to approving 
the Shawsheen - Doherty school 
renovations. 

The turnout of 2,053 voters was 
a record for Andover town 
meeting, according to election 
officials, and for a time there 
was some concern for satisfying 
safety laws, but once the school 
issue was decided the attendance 
dropped to under a thousand. 

The remaining majority 
inethodically plunked down its 
financial commitments through

approval of the remaining items 
in the 93-item budget, cooling the 
auditorium by waving their 
hands in accord with the figures 
recommended. 

The one remaining target of 
opposition came at the 
conclusion of the evening when 
the voters, by majority went 
along with a Finance Committee 
recommendation to cut the 
annual drainage project from 
$150,000 to $100,000. 

The town manager and 
selectinen had favored the larger 
amount over an 18-month budget 
period. Selectman Milton 
Greenberg noted that the town 
was faced with $197,000 in project

Has Clear 


Election day support accorded 
“the new majority”’ of the school 
committee failed to continue its 
endorsement again Monday night 
as voters resoundingly approved 
the $986,000 plan to renovate the 
Shawsheen and Doherty schools,

The selectmen, meeting 
Tuesday night in special ses- 
sion, reaffirmed their 
unanimous position with 
reference to the 
Arkwright/Boston, Hewlett- 
Packard proposal for West An- 
dover. 

Chairman Roger W. Collins 
said the board agreed that their 
negotiations with the West 
Andover industrial developers 
has been accomplished in good 
faith. 

They will stand by their 
decision on acceptance of the 
conservation easement 
regarding the riverfront 
property. 

The selectmen believe, 
Collins said, that the proposal 
to be presented to town meeting 
Monday night, adequately 
provides for the conservation 
requests of the town, the 
recreation needs of the com- 
munity and the economic 
benefit of Andover. 


Sailing 


at the second session of the 
annual town meeting. 

Dr. Drank Griggs, new 
committee chairman, and newly 
elected John G. Wragg, who with 
John F. Lyons campaigned for a 
return to the traditional mode of 
education in Andover, led the 
opposition to the proposed 
renovation plans Monday night. 

It was obvious, however, that 
the record turnout of 2,053 voters 
in Memorial Auditorium which 
spilled over into the downstairs 
cafeteria and onto the stage were 
interested in seeing to the 
renovations, rather than 
debating school philosophy, or 
making it an issue. 

Orderly discussion of both 
sides of the question took a little 
more than an hour before the 
vote was called. A move to have 
the matter put to secret ballot 
failed, 1,398 to 377. 

A comfortable margin was 
accorded the bond issue 
requiring a two-thirds majority 
vote, 1,372 to 550. 

The formal presentation of the 
article was made by the building 
committee, led by Chairman 
Ralph Crossan, who outlined the 
history of the project from its 
inception at the 1972 town 
meeting which appropriated 
planning funds. 

Committeeman Vahey 
Gulezian gave a slide presenta- 
tion outlining the proposed 
renovations and Jean Chalifour 
spoke on the economies of the

Unanimity Reigns 


At School 


Tuesday was unanimity night 
for the Andover school 
committee. 

As the three holdovers, Chair- 
man Frank Griggs, William King 
and William Lane and new 
members John Lyons and John 
Wragg got down to their first 
meeting since the high feelings 
and strong divisions of election 
and school town meeting issues, 
they seemed determined to show 
approximately 70 spectators that 
they could work together. 

The schoolmen were agreed on 
abolition of the administrative 
position of head custodian, and 
having senior custodians report 
to their building principals 
instead.

Town 
Counsel Alfred Daniels gave his 
opinion that the school 
committee can abolish the posi- 
tion, which is not mentioned or 
protected in the custodial 
contract, but is obligated to 
return McClory to senior custo- 
dian status which Chairman 
Griggs assured McClory it would 
do. A final vote is postponed until 
next meeting, at the request of 
Atty. Russell Young, so that he 
and MecClory can discuss the 
situation further with

The schoolmen listened 
without disagreement to the ad- 
ministration plan for relocating 
Shawsheen and Doherty pupils in 
other schools on April 2, to 
vacate those schools for 
renovating.

children with the news that only 
30 percent of the Chinese are rice 
eaters - - the rest use wheat 
products like noodles for a staple 
instead. The Chinese use moist 
fresh noodles, not stiff ones, and 
fry their noodles instead of 
boiling them. 

Stereotyped ideas fall and 
cultures begin to be understood 
when 120 West Elementary 
School sixth graders get a chance 
to watch Mrs. Liang demonstrate 


Chinese cooking and explain. 


some of the cultural reasons for 
China’s special cooking styles 
and customs. 

‘or example: China has a vast 
population to feed, she tells 
them, and fuel always has been 
scarce and precious. That’s why 
the Chinese settled on their stir- 
fry methods of high-heat quick- 
cooking. If meat and vegetables 
are cut into small bite-size pieces 
and cooked quickly in very hot 
oil, fuel is saved. The color, 
texture and nutrients are also 
preserved, which accounts for 
the popularity of Chinese cooking 
in every part of the world. 
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tlow about chopsticks? That 
follows from the practise of cut- 
ling the food into small pieces 
before cooking it. Wooden 
chopsticks are an inexpensive 
and convenient way (or so it 
seems to the Chinese) to pick up 
a sinall piece of meat or 
vegetable which then can be 
(lipped into a favorite sauce and 
vaten. No need for a knife to cut 
it up, because it is already bite- 
sized. 

The Chinese steam buns 
instead of baking them. This, 
says Mrs. Liang, is because most 
Chinese do not have the luxury of 
ovens. They had to improvise 
different ways of cooking foods 
over a simple brazier burning 
coals or wood. They found that 
delicious breadstuffs could be 
cooked in a steamer. 

The attractive and composed 
inother of three is an eight-year 
resident of Andover, wife of 
Charles Liang, a scientist at 
Mallory, in Burlington. Their 
children are Anita, a Sanborn 
sixth grader, and her twin 
brothers in the fifth grade, Ber- 
trand and Bryan. 

When West Elementary School 
teacher Mrs. Madeline 
Christopher called to tell Anna 
Liang that all the sixth grades of 
West were beginning an intensive 
study of China, and couldn’t she 
contribute something firsthand 
to their understanding, it was not 
the first time that Anna Liang 
had been asked to share her 
heritage with Andover 
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schoolchildren. 

Two years ago, when the 
lLiangs lived in the South School 
district, she taught cooking to 
one .of the Interest Activity 
groups. A group of seven students 
learned both American and 
Chinese cooking in her kitchen, 
but she noticed that they were 
tore interested in Chinese egg 
rolls than American pies. 

Since then she has taught 
cooking to Girl Scouts, and 
recently began a Chinese cookery 
class for women at the request of 
some friends and neighbors. 

But never to so many as all of 
West Klementary school’s 
outsized sixth grade. Several 
classes were combined in the 
large group instruction room, 
and Anna Liang came _ twice, 
demonstrating how the Chinese 
inake fried rice, steamed buns 
and fried noodles to 60 children at 
a time. She taught them more 
than cooking, according to West 
School social studies teachers, 
who are deeply appreciative of 
her generosity, and the insights 
she gave students into the 
cultural reasons for China’s 
special cooking styles and 
customs. 

l‘or example the West School 
students learned that distinctive 
styles of Chinese cooking 
developed in different sections of 
‘the vast country, because each 
had its own climate, and natural 
resources and appropriate foods 
lo grow; lack of easy 
transportation and communica- 
lion between the provinces 
preserved the distinctions 
between northern, Peking, and 
southern, or Canton cooking 
styles, with variations within 
each. 

But Chinese cooking grew as an 
art of improvisation to meet 
local circumstances, and Mrs. 
Liang told the TOWNSMAN that 
it can be easily adapted to 
\merican kitchens, foods, and 
implements. The only things 
important to own are a cleaver, 
to cut up ineats and poultry, and 
chop vegetables into small 
pieces, a steamer and a wok - the 
big pan whose wide bottom 
permits high heat stir-fry 
cooking, coating each piece even- 
ly with oil, and finished foods can 
be pushed up the sloping sides to 
drain,

Editorial Comment 


The Decision 


Andover voters face an important moment of decision 
Monday night when the annual town meeting resumes 
and attention turns to the articles dealing with 
development of the West Andover Industrial area. 

As most residents are aware Hewlett-Packard Co., a 
medical monitoring manufacturer, will locate on land 
owned by the Arkwright/Boston Insurance Co., provided 
the town provides a trunk line sewer. 

Other considerations include road widening and 
disposition of an easement regarding conservation land 
near the Merrimack River. 

The voters. on Monday night will hold the key to the 
future tone of Andover’s economic commitments. 

The average taxpayer is being asked to provide funds 
for the vital trunk line sewer tie-in. 

Industrial development, as proposed, with many 
guarantees built into agreements between the town and 
Arkwright, will more than offset the cost of the trunk line 
installation. 

The industrial developer has agreed to loan the town 
funds to offset the initial tax burden. This will insure the 
positive effect of new industry on the town’s tax roles. 

Hewlett-Packard and Arkwright/Boston, both firms of 
substantial character and competence, have more than 
indicated their desire to be an amenable and responsible 
Andover tenant. 

To the average Andover resident, their development of 
the West Andover industrial acreage will mean much 
needed tax relief. 

The majority of Andover taxpayers will not be too 
concerned about launching their boats from the strip of 
land so cherished by the Conservationists on which the 
developers have granted conservation easements. 

It is through the. tax revenue and the jobs to be 
provided by the advent of the new industrial complex, 
that the Andover resident can see the hope of 
maintaining his present address in the face of increasing 
municipal financial obligations. 

Seldom are communities offered such opportunity. A 
reputable developer of industrial acreage, coupled witha 
desirable firm, in a complex resulting in an equitably 


balanced tax base ratio of industry, business and 


residential. 

It is our hope that the concern of the close to 2,100 
voters who zeroed in on the school renovation this week, 
will return Monday night to affirmatively greet Hewlett- 
Packard to Andover. 

Putting it bluntly, we need them. 


Observations 


We cannot help but have some feelings concerning the 
Monday night performance of town meeting. 

Naturally, we were pleased with the outcome of the 
vote on the school renovation project. 

But, once the decision was made, there was a mass 
evacuation of the voters from the auditorium. It relieved 
the pleasant problem facing Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
and public safety officials, who were becoming 
concerned about safety laws and the accommodation of 
the largest turnout of voters in recent history, except for 
the Raytheon decision of a few years ago. 

The action, causes the continued pondering of the 
effectiveness of town meeting in solving municipal 
problems equitably and adequately. 

Once the school issue was decided, those whose 
interest lie only in that matter departed and left other 
matters of important financial consideration to a small 
minority. 

Evidence of this is shown on the vote on the school, on 
which 1,922 voters were recorded, while about an hour or 
so later only 700 voters were around to act on a $100,000 
drainage article. 

The school decision was viewed by some as a rebuke of 
the new majority of the school committee, which has 
debated the effectiveness of current educational 
philosophy. 

We view the decision more on the basis of economic 
wisdom, that of obtaining necessary repairs to ‘two 


educational plants at reasonable cost. 


Educational philosophy can be debated among the 
professionals and the school board. Our philosophy in this 
matter remains at producing in the learning process the 
quickest, most conclusive and economic manner of 


producing two and two equalling four. 


Another point, we would like to make, is that of the 


return to courtesy in the conduct of the meeting. 

As usual and probably anticipated there was an 
outbreak of derisive booing accompanying one of the 
speaker’s comments Monday night. 

Moderator William J. Dalton put a quick halt to such 
action, calling it childish, which it is. 

From that point on town meeting maintained its 


businesslike atmosphere. 


The Grant 


Assurance of federal funding of the pollution 
abatement project which came within the past week, is 
an example of moving in the right direction at the proper 


time. 


It is also a classic example of effective regional 
approach to solving an area problem. 

The $40 million plus received by the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District, was obtained in time to relieve 
additional financial burden on industrial tenants who 
have been using the Merrimack river as a depository for 


industrial waste. 


It insures that the Greater Lawrence area will conform 
to federal regulations to clean up the Merrimack through 
construction of a treatment plant on the banks of the 
Merrimack near the Lawrence airport in North Andover. 

The grant is a result of several years work by the 
Sanitary District Commission which has carefully 
planned the project to conform to federal and state 


regulations. 


With the assistance of the consulting firm of Camp, 
Dresser and McKee, the commission was able to present 
the plans to federal and state authorities in ample time to 
meet standards needed to obtain the federal funding. 

While their work and responsibilities have actually just 
begun the region already has ample proof that the 
district commission is working in the best interests 
‘toward solving an area problem in a most feasible 


manner,

Discharge 
Permits 
Required . 


Under the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act 
Aimendinents of 1972, anyone dis- 
charging pollutants from a point 
source into the waters of the 
United States must apply for a 
waste discharge permit. 

In New England, this means 
that municipalities, 
inanufacturing establishments, 
retail trade outlets and those 
engaged in agriculture, forestry 
and fishing, that discharge into a 
waterway must apply 
immediately for a permit. 

John A. S. MeGlennon, 
Regional Administrator of the 
IS3PA, explained that the law 
prevides that applications per- 
taining to discharges in operation 
on or before Oct. 18, 1972, must 
be filed by April 16, 1973. 

The permit application will be 
evaluated in terms of the impact 
of the discharge on water quality. 
In most cases, a permit will be 
issued requiring that the waste 
discharges meet certain 
established water quality and 
effluent standards on a 
prescribed time schedule with a 
completion date not later than 
July 1, 1977. Public notice will be 
required on all of the permits. 

Forms for permit applications 
are now available from EPA. 
There are four types of forms: 

Form A: municipal 
wastewater dischargers (popula- 
tion under 10,000) 

orm B: agriculture, forestry 
and fishing (this form is not 
available at present) 

Form C: manufacturing 
establishments and mining 

orm D: service, wholesale, 
and retail trade and all other 
commercial establishments 
including vessels not engaged in 
inanufacturing or agriculture. 

There is an application fee of 
$10 for each application. Checks 
or money orders should be made 
payable to the U.S. 
environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. Agencies of the Federal, 
State, or local government are 
not required to pay this fee. 

Under Federal law, 
enforcement action could be 
brought against anyone failing to 
file for the permit.

Fred Stott summarized the 
building committee presentation 
making several points on the 
plans and specifications of the 
project, as well as the economies 
and concluding that the project 
was ‘‘a rare occasion when the 
common good can best be served 
by uniting for a common goal, 
and Dr. Griggs, with your 
leadership, I’m sure it will be.’’ 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, who is responsible for 
school construction, informed 
the voters that at no time had he 
or the committee considered 
educational philosophy in 
working on the proposed renova- 
tion, referring to the debate 
currently going on concerning 
the traditional vs. open 
classroom controversy. 

He expressed the concern that 
while this debate goes on, the 
community would lose the town’s 
favorable position to obtain 65 
per cent state aid for the project. 

School Committeeman William 
L. Lane, expressing his support 
for the project, assured the 
voters that approval committed 
the town to no other projects, and 
that there were no alternatives 
feasible other than the 
renovation of the two buildings. 

Following remarks in 


opposition to the plan by Arthur 


the school board chairman said. 

Wragg in his presentation felt 
the project represented a battle 
of educational philosophies. 

He also noted that while the 65 
per cent aid is something to 
consider, the total cost, with in- 
terest on bonds would result in a 
probable total cost of $2 million 
and added, ‘‘you’ pay state 
taxes,’’ referring to the state aid. 

Wragg also declared that 
massive Doherty renovations 
were not needed and that there 
were no proven educational 
advantages. 

Walter Hughes, president of 
the Doherty PTO, was the final 
speaker on the matter and made 
a plea for support of the article. 

Following the vote of approval 
the mass exodus of voters from 
the hall, caused Moderator 
William J. Dalton to call for a 
recess. When the meeting 
returned to act on the other 
business of the warrant about a 
third of the crowd was still on 
hand.
